As discussed in the previous office action a mere paramagnetic polymer material 
comprising a polymer complexed with one or more rare earth ions is known in the prior 
art. However, none of the prior art fairly suggests or teaches an optical device capable 
of altering an incident light path, comprising a paramagnetic polymer material 
comprising a polymer complexed with rare earth ions elected from elements 64 to 69 to 
provide magnetic mass susceptibility of greater than 20 x 10~ 6 emu/g, as claimed in the 
instant application.
